New England is claimed by many as 
the native place of the *omic almanac,! 
for Home folks recko** Ben Frunklin’e 
•Poor Kiehard’ 1 pn \Jkktioti Inthat?c la**, 
and for two genen*tiona the New Eng¬ 
land almanac and the Bible furnished 
the bulk of the average Yankee fann¬ 
er’s reading. Faith in the weather pre¬ 
dictions was so strong that thousands of 
fanners regulated tjieir work thereby, 
and about sixty years ago this faith was 
confirmed in a refry remarkable man¬ 
ner. By mistake »now was predicted 
for July 4. There wuh ar general 
laugh, but the snow came—not much, 
of course, but enough to excite general 
i; :iazeuient. and thereafter Daboll’s pre¬ 
dations were gospel. 

Nathan Daboll worked out the tables 
jad predictions and issued the first al¬ 
manac in 1772. He was professor of 
mathematics at Plainfield academy and 
author of the famous old “Daboll’s Arith¬ 
metic.* In 1818 his son, Nathan, took 
up the work and continued it till 1864, 
when one of his six sons, David A., suc¬ 
ceeded him. They have always pur¬ 
sued the same system. They have a 
j. urnal of the weather for two or three 
generations past and a table of conjunc¬ 
tions of sun. moon and planets. When¬ 
ever a certain conjunction has been 
contemporary with a certain kind of

The almanac also contains nautical 
tables and all sorts of information for 
seafaring men. Indeed the Da bolls are 
all mathematicians, and one of them iiP- 
vented the foghorn which warns mari¬ 
ners ufi' the coast in thick weather. The 
old house is in the hamlet of Center 
brotun. about four milt* east of New 
Loudon, and for several years a nautical 
shool was tanght there, at which more 
Kun 200 New England boys were fitted 
naxJbenavy. 

The Daboll almanac for 1892 predicts 
but weather, beginning on June 15, and 
a ^ivat drouth till July 1, then very 
light showers only till the 18thand 19th, 
when there will be very heavy rains. It 
i> to lie hoped that **Uld Daboll,** as they 
call him, is correct, for the wheat grow¬ 
ers of all the central states could not 
have better weather than that if they 
tuiule it themselves. *‘A dry Jnne for 
wheat” is an old proverb, and then 
‘ late July raiji for fall pastures.”
